(b) farling to give i1mmediate notice of this
preliminary injunction to all state and local officials
who are responsible for enforcing the requirements of
Alabama Act No. 2019-189.
(3) This preliminary injunction shall remain 1In
effect until this court resolves the case i1n full.
It 1s further ORDERED that the bond requirement of
Fed. R. Civ. P. 65(c) 1s wailved.
